Padlocks: In the Countries of England, 
France and ar, it ys on a diff 
rent Meaning, implying a free and equa 
8 ſecuring to the wit in 
certain Caſes, the liberty of Cuckoldom, 
and the property of Pin- money and ſe- 
parate Maintenance. So that the Argu- 
ments drawn from the Terms of Huſband 
and Wife are fallacious, and by no means 
fit to ſupport a tyrannical Doctrine, as 
that of abſolute unlimited Chaſtity, and 
conjugal Fidelity.” 8157 


THe general Exhortations to Chaſtity 
in Wives, are meant only for Rules in 
ordinary Cafes, but they naturally ſup- 
pole the three Conditions of Ability, Ju- 
ſtice and Fidelity, in the Huſband; ſuch 
an unlimited, uncondition'd chr) Bi 
the Wife could never be ſuppoſed by 
reaſonable Men; it ſeems a reflexion up- 
on the Ch---ch, to charge her with Do- 
ctrines that countenance Oppreſſion.

all Wives: It is much to the Honour of

led up in Darkneſs and Superſtition, yet 
that Nori on ſeem' d engraven on their 
Minds,. and the Impreſſion fo ſtrong, 
that nothing could impair it. 


To aſſert the illegality of Cuckoldom, 
upon any Pretence whatſoever, were to 
caſt odious Colours upon the married 
State, to blacken the neceſſary Means of 
7 perpetuating Families: Such Laws can 
never be ſuppos d to have been deſign'd 
do defeat the very end of Matrimony, 
the Propigation of Mankind.

ſcrupulous Nicety of a filly Quean, in 
not exerciſing this indiſpenſable Duty of 


Cuckoldom, whereby the Kingdom might

Bell to the Ring of this Pariſh. 80 that. 
it hath been nity ſaid, that © one and

Even when T' was at School, my 
Miſtreſs did ever extol me above the reſt 
of the Youth, in that I had a laudible 
Voice.

The next Chapter contains what he 
calls a great Revolution in the Church;

Yet would ] 


not forgoe that Harmony, it having been 


agreed by the worthy Pariſh-Clerks 


of London, ſtill to preſerve the ſame. ] 


tutored the young Men and Maidens to 


tune their Voices as it were a Pſaltery, 
and the Church on the Sunday was, filled 


with theſe new Hallelujahs.

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In the next, he laments the diſuſe of 
Wedding-Sermons, and celebrates the Be- 
nefits ariſing from thoſe at Funerals, 
concluding with theſe Words, Ahl 
Let not the Relations of the Deceas'd 
grudge the ſmall Expence of an Hat- 
band, a pair of Gloves, and ten Shil- 
lings, for the ſatisfaction they are ſure 
to receive from a pious Divine, that 
their Father, Brother, or boſom Wife, 
are certainly in Heaven. 
In another, he draws u Paneg yrick on 
one Mrs. Margaret Wilkins, but after 
great Encomiums concludes, thut, not- 
withſtanding all, ſhe was an unprofita- 
ble Veſſel, being a barren Woman, 
and never once having furniſhed God's 
Church with a Chriſtening. 
We find in another Chapter, how he 
was much ſlagger'd in his belief, and 
diſturb'd in his Conſcience by an Oxford 
Scholar, who had prov'd to him by Lo-. 
gick, that Animals might have rational, 
hay, immortal Souls; but how he was 
again comforted with the Reflection, 
that if fo, they might be allowed Chri- 
ſtian Burial, and greatly augment tlie 
Fees of the Pariſh. 
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In the two following Chapters be is o. 
verpower d with Vanity. We are told, 
how he was conſtantly admitted to all the 
Feaſts and Banquets of the Church- Of. 
ficers, and the Speeches he there made 
for the good of the Pariſh. How he gave 
hints to young Clergy-men to Preach; but 
above all, bow he gave a Text for the 
3oth of January, which occafion'd a miſt 
excellent Sermon, the Merits of which he 
takes entirely to himſelf. He gives an 
account of a Conference he bad with the 
Vicar concerning the uſe of Texts. Lets 
Preacher (ſaith he) conſider the Aſſembl 
before whom he Preacheth,andunto them 
adapt his Text.

Chapter was paſted the Ejfigies of Dr. Sa- 
cheverel, and I found the oppoſite Page 
all on a foam with;Politicks.' 
Wx are now (ſays he) arrived at that 
celebrated Year, in which the Church of 
England was tried in the Perſon of Dr. 
Sac heverel. I had ever the Intereſt of our 
High- Church at Heart, neither would I 
at any ſeaſons mingle my ſelf in the So- 
cieties of Fanaticks, whom I from my 
Infancy abhorred, more than the Heat hen 
or Gentile. It was in theſe Days I be- 
thought my ſelf, that much Profit might 
accrue unto our Pariſn, and even unto 
the Nation, could there be aſſembled to- 
gether a number of choſen Men of the 
right Spirit, who might argue, refine, 
and define, upon high and great Matters. 
\Unto thus purpoſe, I did inſtitute a week- 
ly Aſſembly of divers worthy Men at 
the Roſe and Crown Ale-houſe, over 
whom my ſelf (tho unworthy) did pre- 
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fide. Yea, I did read unto them the 
Poſt- boy of Mr. Roper, and tlie written 
Letter of Mr. Dyer, upon which we 
communed afterwards among our ſelves, 
Our Society was compoſed of the follow- 


ing Perſons Robert Fenkins, Farrier; 


Amos Turner, Collar-maker ; George Pil. 
rocks, late Exciſe-man; \ Thomas White, 
Wheel-wright; and my ſelf. Firſt, of 
the firſt, Robert Fenkins. 
He was a Man of bright Parts and 
ſhrewd Conceit, for he never ſhooed an 
Horſe of a Whig or a Fanatic, but he 
lamed him ſorely. 

Amos Turner, a nn perſon, right- 
ly eſteemed among us for his Sufferings, 
in that he had been honoured in the 


Stocks for wearing an Oaken Bough. 


George Pilcocks, a Sufferer alſo, of 


"zealous and laudable freedom of Speech, 
inſomuch that his Occupation had been 
taken from him. 


Thomas White, of good repute likewiſe, 


for that his Uncle, by the Mother's fide, 
Had, formerly, been Servitor at Maudlin- 
; College, where the glorious Sachevere! 
was Ediicated. 


Now were the Eyes of all the Pariſh 


* theſe our Weekly Councils. In a 


ſhort 
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| ſhort ſpace, the Miniſter came among us; 
he ſpake concerning us and our Councils 
to a multitude of other Miniſters at the 
Viſitation, and they ſpake thereof unto 
the Miniſters at London, ſo that even 
the Biſhops heard and marvelled thereat. 
Moreover, Sir Thomas, Member of Par- 
liament, ſpake of the ſame to other Mem- 
bers of Parliament; who ſpake thereof 
unto the Peers of the Realm. Lo! thus 
did qur Counſels enter into the Hearts of 
our Generals and our Law-givers; and 
from henceforth, even as we deviſed, 


thus did they. '

He ſuppoſes the Soul 
to be of the Nature of a Plano-Cylinari- 
cal Speculum, or Looking-glaſs; that the 
Plain fide was made by God Almighty, 
but that the Devil afterwards wrought 
the other ſide into a Cylindrical Figure. 
The Plain fide repreſents Objects juſt as 
they are; and the Cylindrical fide, by 
the Rules of Catoptricks, muſt needs re- 
preſent true Objects falſe, and falſe Ob- 
jects true: But the Cylindrical ſide be- 
ing much the larger Surface, takes in a 


upon 
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upon the Clarice ſide of ph r 
Man, depends the whole Art and Suc- 


ceſs of Political Lying. The Author, 
in this Chapter, proceeds to reaſon. upon 
the Qualities of the Mind: As its pe- 
culiar Fondneſs of the Malicious and the 
Miraculous. The tendency of the Soul 
towards the Malicious, ſprings from Self- 
love, or a Pleaſure to find Mankind 
more wicked, baſe, or unfortunate, than 


our ſelves. The Peſign· of the Miracu- 


ous, proceeds from the Inactivity of the 
Soul, or its Incapacity to be moved or 
delighted with any thing that is vulgar 
or common. The Author having eſta- 


bliſt'd the Qualities of the Mind, upon 


which his Art is founded, he proceeds, 


IN his Second Chapter, to treat of 
the Nature of Political Lying; which he 


defines to be, The Art of convincing the 
People of Salutary Falſhoods, for ſome 
good End, He calls it an Art to diſtin- 
guiſh it from that of telling Truth, 


which does not ſeem to want Art ; but 


then he would have this underſtood on- 
ly as to the Invention, becauſe there 1s 
indeed more Art neceſſary to convince 
the People of a Salutary Truth, than a 
Salary Falſhood. Then he procceds 
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to prove, that there are Salutary Fal- 
hoods, of which he gives a great many 
Inſtances, both before and after the Re- 
volution; and demonſtrates plainly, that 
we could not have carried on the War 
ſo long, without ſeveral of thoſe Salu- 
tary Falſhoods. He gives Rules to cal- 
culate the Value of a Political Lye, in 
Pounds, Shillings, and Pence. By Good, 
he does not mean that which 1s abſolute- 
ly ſo, but what appears fo to the Artiſt, 
which is a ſufficient Ground for him to 
proceed upon; and he diſtinguiſhes the 
Good, as it commonly is, into Bonum 
utile, dulce, & honeſlum. He ſhews 
you, that there are Political Lyes of a 
mix'd Nature, which include all the 


| Three in different reſpects: That the 


Utile reigns generally about the Ex- 
change, the Dulce and Honeſtum at the 
Weſtminſter End of the Town. One 
Man ſpreads a Lye to ſell or buy Stock 
to greater Advantage; a ſecond, becauſe 
it 1s honourable to ſerve his Party; and 
a third, becauſe it is ſweet to gratify his 
Revenge. Having explain'd the ſeveral 
Terms of his Detinition, he proceeds, 
IN his Third Chapter, to treat of the 
Lawfulneſs of Political Lying ; which *

deduces from its true and genuine Prin- 


ciples, by enquiring into the ſeveral 


Rights that Mankind have to Truth. He 
ſhews, that the People have a Right to 
private Truth from their Neighbours, 
and æοnomical Truth from their own 
Family ; that they ſhould not be abuſed 
by their Wives, Children, and Servants; 
but, that they have no Right at all to 
Political Truth: That the People may as 


well all pretend to be Lords of Manors 


and poſſeſs great Eſtates, as to have 
Truth told them in Matters of Govern- 
ment. The Author, with great Judg- 
ment, ſtates the ſeveral Shares of Man- 
kind in this Matter of 'Truth, according 
to their ſeveral Capacities, Dignities, 
and Profeſſions; and ſhews you, that 
Children have hardly any ſhare at all; 
in conſequence of which, they have very 
ſeldom any Truth told them. It muſt 
be own'd, that the Author, in this Chap- 
ter, has ſome ſeeming Diſhculties to an- 
ſwer and explain Texts of Scripture. - 
TE Fourth Chapter is wholly em- 
ployed in this Queſtion, Wherher the 
Right , Coinage of Political Lyes be 
wholly in the Government 2 The Author, 
who is a true Friend to.

IN his Fifth Chapter. he divides Po- 
litical Lyes into their ſeveral Species and 
Claſſes, and gives Precepts about the In-

concern the Reputation of Men in Power; 
where he finds Fault with the common

The Adaitery gives to a 


Great Man a larger ſhare of Reputation 
than belongs to him, to enable him to 
ſerve ſome good End or Purpoſe. The 
| DetraFory or Defamatory, is a Lye 
which takes from a Great Man the Re- 


putation that juſtly belongs to him, for 


fear he ſhould uſe it to the Detriment 


of the Publick.

Lye that transfers the Merit of a Man's 
good Action to another who is in him- 
ſelf more deſerving; or, transfers the

He gives ſeveral Inſtances 
of very great Strokes in all the Three 
Kinds, eſpecially in the laſt, when it 
was neceſfary for the Good of the Pub-

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with Decency. A Great Man, who 
has never been known willingly to pay 
a juſt Debt, ought not all of a ſudden 
to be introduc'd making Reſtitution of 
Thouſands he has cheated; let it ſuffice 
at firſt, to pay twenty Pounds to a 
Friend who has loſt his Note. 
Fx lays down the ſame Rules in the 
Detractory or Defamatory kind; that 
they ſhould not be quite oppoſite to the 
Qualities the Perſons are ſuppoſed to 
have. Thus it will not be found 
according to the ſound Rules of Pſeudo- 
logy, to report of a pious and religious 
Prince, that he negle&s his Devotion, 
and would introduce Hereſy; but, you 
may report of a merciful Prince, that 
he has Pardon'd a Criminal who did not 
deferve it. You will be unſucceſsful if 
you glve out of a Great Man, who 1s 
remarkable for his Frugality for the Pub- 
lick, that he ſquanders away the Na- 
tion's Money; but, you may fafely re- 
late that he hoards it: You muſt not af- 
firm he took a Bribe; but, you may free- 
ly cenſure him for being tardy in his 
- Payments: Becauſe though neither may 
| be true, yet the laſt is credible, the firſt

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Tex you are not to ſay, that he was in 
an Intrigue to Betray his Country ; bur, 
you may afhrm with ſome Probability, 
that he was in an Intrigue with a Lady.

prov'd abortive or ſhort-liv'd.

As to the Animating or Encouraging 
Lyes, he gives the following Rules; 'That 


they ſhould not far exceed the common 


degrees of Probability; that there 


ſhould be variety of them and the fame 


Lye not obſtinately inſiſted upon: That 


the Promiſſory or Prognoſticating Lyes 
ſhould not be upon ſbort Days, for fear 
the Authors ſhould have the Shame and 
Confuſion to ſee themſelves ſpeedily con- 
tradicted. He examines by theſe Rules, 
that well-meant, but unfortunate Lye of 


the Conqueſt of France, which continu- 


ed near twenty Tears together; but at 
laſt, by being too obſtinately inſiſted 


upon, it was worn threadbare, and became 
unſucceſsful.

Heowns that ſometimes 
the one Party, and ſometimes the other 


is better believ'd, but, that they have 


both very great Genius's amongſt them, 


He attributes the ill Succeſs of either 


Party to their glutting the Market, and 
retailing too much of a bad Commodity 
at once: When there is too great a Quan- 
tity of Worms, it is hard to catch Gud- 
geonz. He propoſes a Scheme for the 
Recovery of the Credit of any Party, 
which indeed ſeems to be ſomewhat Chi- 
merical, and does not ſavour of that ſound 
Judgment the Author has ſhown in the 
reſt of the Work. It amounts to this, 
That the Party ſhould agree to vent no- 
thing but Truth for three Months toge- 


ther, which will give them Credit for 


Heowns, 
that he believes it almoſt impoſſible to 
find fit Perſons to execute this Scheme.

Il his next Chapter he treats of 
ſome extraordinary Genius's who have 
appear'd of late Years, eſpecially in their 
- Diſpoſition towards the Miraculous. He 
adviſes thoſe hopeful Young-men to turn 
their Invention to the Service of their 


Country, it being inglorious, at this 


time, to employ their Talent in prodi- 
gious Fox-Chaſes, Horſe-Courſes, Feats 
of Activity in Driving of Coaches, Jump- 
ing, Running, Swallowing of Peaches, 
Pulling out whole Sets of Teeth to clean, 
ec. when their Country ſtands ſo much 
in need of their Aſſiſtance. 

IT RE Eighth Chapter is a Project for 
Uniting the ſeveral ſmaller Corporations 
of Lyars into one Society. It is too te- 
dious to give a full Account of the whole 
Scheme; what is moſt remarkable is, 
That this Society ought to conſiſt of the 
Heads of each Party; that no Lye is to 
paſs current without their Approbation, 
they being the beſt Judges of the preſent 
Exigencies, and what ſort of Lyes are 
demanded: That in ſuch a Corporation 
there ought to be Men of all Profeſſions;

To 
this Society, ſo conſtituted, ought to be 
committed the ſole Management of Lying, 
That in their outer Room there ought 
always to attend ſome Perſons endow'd 
with a great Stock of Credulity, a Ge- 
neration that thrives - mightily in this 
Soil and Climate: He thinks a ſufficient 
Number of them may be pick'd up any 


where about the Exchange : "Theſe are 


to Circulate what the other Coin; for no 
Man ſpreads a Lye with ſo good à Grace 
as.he that believes it. That the Rule of 


the Society be to invent a Lye, and 
ſometimes two, for every Day; in the 


Choice of which, great Regard ought to 
be had to the Weather, and the Seaſon

H ſpends the whole Eleventh Chap- 


ter on one ſimple Queſtion, Whether a 
Lye is beft comradifed by Truth, or by 


another Lys, The Author ſays, that 
conſidering the large Extent of the H- 
lindrical Surface of the Soul, and the 
great Propenſity to believe Lyes in the 


generality of Mankind of late Years, he 


thinks the propereſt Contradiction to 2 
Lye, is another Lye. For example; if 
it ſhould be reported that the Pretender 
was at London, one would not contra- 
dict it by ſaying he never was in Eng- 
land; but you muſt prove by Eye-wit- 


neſſes that he came no farther than Green- 


wich, and then went back again. Thus 
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if it be ſpread about that a great Perſon 
were dying of ſome Diſeaſe, you . muſt 
not ſay the Truth, that * are in 
Health, and never had ſuch a Diſcaſe;
